The 
license number of the automobile was 
given to the police and they soon lo- 
cated the machine parked in Market 
street near Third. The machine was 
watched and' presently two men came 
to It. One man wss cranking the ma- 
chine to leave when the officers ap- 
proached the machine and placed 
them both under arrest. Two large 
suit cases were found In the machine 
but no liquor was discovered. 
* Both men were tnken to the Mason 
county Jail and held until the Ohio 
offlcors arrived last night and they 
agreed to return to Georgetown with- 
out a state warrant. They left for the 
Brown county capital by automobile 
early this morning and the prisoners 
will be given an Immediate hearing 
there.

During this month Mr. W. H. Newell 
Maysvllle had the Becond highest 
cow with Sprlngdale Paladin Pauline, 
a six year old HolBteln cow that pro- 
duced 75 pounds of milk (nine gal- 
lons) each day, and three pounds of 
butter each day, of 5% pounds of but- 
ter fat In the two days. 

Porraut Brothers' Jersey cow, Por- 
raut's Pink Peach, a six-year-old Jer- 
sey in the third month of her lacta- 
ion produced two pounds of butter 
'at daily, and thus stood ninth nut of 
the thirty-eight cows. ,

NATIONALANDSTATE 
SCHOOL HEADS AT 
EDUCATIONAL MEET 

Coliln Pleads For Ducking to School 
Bill and l\ S. Commissioner 
Spcuks On .School 
Finances. 

"Public education Is the biggest task 
confronting America today," Philan- 
der P. Cluxton, United States Commis- 
sioner of Education, declared last 
night In addressing the opening ses- 
sion of the Kentucky Educational As- 
sociation at the First Christian church 
Loulivllle, 

George Colvln, State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, spoke In 
behalf of the amendment to the Stato 
Constitution Intended to take public 
schools entirely out of politics. 

More than 2.000 teachers had ar- 
rived In Louisville last night and the 
trains Into the city were loaded yes- 
terday, with indications that the In- 
flow would continue through Thurs- 
day. More than 10,000 persons are ex- 
ported to attend during the four days 
of the meeting. 

Mr. Claxton'8 speech wns a review 
of the financial situation of the school 
throughout the country, and an analy- 
sis of the factors which contribute to 
make tbe school "the most important 
single factor in American life today." 

"Throe things make a nation pros- 
perous, and only on« of them Is 
changeable," he said. "Natural re- 
sources and natlvoabillty are com- 
paratively fixed. Education, which di- 
rects the other two, is changeable, and 
it Is the only factor that can advance 
the Industrial and economic welfare of 
the United States. 

"Society Is responsible for the edu- 
cation of Its members. It is not a mat- 
ter of Individual choice. Every per- 
son must hear the burden of all, and 
all of every person. Parents must pay 
that their children may be better fitted 
for life. Those who are not parents 
must pay in order that they may live 
Ir. an Intelligent community. 

"Education." Mr, ClOXton said, "Is 
Democracy's task. It Is the moans 
through which we obtain the fullest 
life of the community. It Is the gate- 
way to read democracy, for only edu- 
cation can provide an equal opportu- 
nity to all for full self-development. It 
Is the best means of creating good 
citizens. It Is the best means of In- 
suring industrial efficiency."

FARMERS, DIVERSIFY YOUR CROPS. 



Kor nil who wish to understand economics there is a lesson in 
the plight of the Kentucky tobacco farmer*, munv of whom find 
themselves facing ruin as the result of depending on one crop 
tobacco. 

Lured by high prices at which the 1910 tobacco was sold, addi 
tional acreage was leased or bought on credit by many and planted 
to this staple. The present situation might be less depressing i 
planters had been content to grow tobacco only on acreage formerly 
devoted to other crops, but in some instances blue grass pasture* 
which had always been in sod were ploughed and seeded to tobacco 
A falling market brought an appeal last autumn to the grower" <> 
Kentucky and portions of Tennessee to hold the crop in the hope of 
forcing higher returns. The man with debts to pay and nothing ex 
Cept his tobacco available had only one course open to him. That was 
to sell the tobacco regardless of the threats that reprisals would fol 
low such action. 

With his barns empty and an account of stock taken, however 
the grower who had paid extravagant, speculative prices for land 
found himself confronted with an impossible condition. When to 
r.acco was bringing from 35 to 40 cents a pound the temptation to 
pay from $i>00 to $1,000 an acre for land upon which to g»OW more 
of it was strong. The latter figures was refused by David Look of 
Greenwich, Connecticut, for his 1,000 acre Castleton estate near Lex 
ington, which is one of the few great, horse breeding properties now- 
held intact in that region. 

Growers of tobacco have learned, too late for some of them, that 
every staple is subject to wide fluctuation in price, and that an acre 
..f land has its limits of productivity. Dispatches from Lexington, in 
the heart of the white hurley tobacco district, tell of distress in that 
part of the state and of large numbers of real estate mortgages fore- 
closed. 

Rurley tobacco is {jrowii only in certain districts in Kentucky. 
It was in these favored districts that gambling in land reached its 
iieight. Trices of plough land all over the United States, with the 
exception of California. Oregon and Colorado, have shrunk during 
the past year, the greatest fall having been in Kentucky, with an 
average price of $53 an acre this year against $70 last year- Th 
highest priced plough lands reported by Hie United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture are in Iowa and Illinois, the former average 
price $210 for 1921, as against $219 for 1920. 

The top figures arc recorded in state long famous for stock pro- 
duction' Much of the corn grown in Iowa and Illinois finds its way 
back to the land through fertilization. Tobacco is a crop notoriously 
hard on land. Kentucky, still is a big breeder of fine horses and oyee 
one of the largest producers of fine cattle, sheep and hogs, may find 
that her road to happiness lies through the safer channel of diversi. 
fied fanning. — New York Herald. 



BACK TO LEAVENWORTH. 

The United States Supreme Court, having refused to review their 
case,, "Big Bill" Haywood and seventy-nine other Industrial Work- 
ers of the "World, convicted at Chicago of attempting to obstruct the 
Government's prosecution of the war, will have to go back to jail 
and serve out their sentences. They were reposing safely in Leav- 
enworth penitentiary when they were releasd on bail pending the 
decision on their appeal. Now they will return to their respective 
cells, and probably for the first time in many years they will be 
worthy of their title as "industrial workers."

They interfered with the Govern* 
ment's activities and in numerous instances were known to be gnilty 
of acts of sabotage. In all, ninety-seven of them were convicted, some 
of whom have now served their sentences, but there are eighty who 
are headed back to Leavenworth, where Judge Landis sentenced 
them. 

These men are some of the "political prisoners" for whose par- 
don President Harding is being importuned. To release Haywood 
and his gang would constitute an affront to every one of the 24,000,- 
(10(1 men 'if this country who came forward and registered under the. 
selective draft law, and it would be an insult to the 4,000,000 who 
took up arms to fight the Nation's battles. Men of this sort who 
nold no respect for law and order, who have no pride in the American 
Government of our institutions, but w ho delipht in fomenting trouble 
and discontent, are better off behind the liars than at large. In their 
ideas and their actions they give no excuse for receiving clemency.

He regretted being waked up earlier 
than noceasary by a passing police- 
man who took him to the station, and 
In the unfortunate way of a police- 
man, notified his family. Stanley had 
been taken to see his couslne and at 
the same time given ten cents which 
he was to donate for the Heathens at 
church services.

Longtime credits and the 
eexchange question In its various 
angles will be one of the important 
subjects of consideration taken up at 
the National Foreign Trade Council 
convention in Cleveland this May. 

We don't have very much perman- 
ence of occupation in a family or a lo- 
cality in this country— least of all, 
perhaps, in Greater New .York. And a 
little book shop in Ann street seems 
decked in a certain romance of tradi- 
tion because for over -one hundred 
years, the room has been a bookshop 
The owners of the building have died 
and the property has passed from 
their families..

TO HE RECOMMENDED 

Tax Conference Agree On a Plan for 
Temporary Legislation In 
Mie Present Tinerg. 
encj. 

Now Yor. — Temporary legislation 
for a three-yoar-portod, on a basis of 
a tax of one por cent, on sales or turn, 
over on all goods, wures and com- 
modities agreed upon at an important 
tax conference just concluded In this 
city, according to an announcement 
made by Hazen J Burton, of Minne- 
apolis, president of the Tax League of 
America, which has united many busi- 
ness organizations In support of the 
gross sales tax legislation to come be- 
fore Congress at the special session. 

It was the feeling of all those who 
attended the conference." said Vice- 
President Henry 0. Opdyoke, "that In 
the present financial emergency, due 
to the depressed business conditions, 
we should pay heed first of al lto the 
Immediate demands of the treasury- 
This situation calls for early relief. 
Temporary measures of some kind are 
therefore necessary, and whil the ad- 
vocates of tho sales tax feel that ulti- 
mate relief ca*n best be obtained only 
through the enactment of permanent 
legislation, stil lthe question of a per- 
manent tax policy should not, just at 
this time, stand In the way of any 
temporary' financial need. 

"Among business men generally, as 
well ns among our national legisla- 
tors, It Is now conceded that some- 
thing must be done at once toward the 
repeal of the excess profits tax. and 
afso toward a reduction In the higher 
brackets of the Incomo tax, so that the 
public may be protected from the high 
prices that go with these excess profit 
taxes, and also nf> that capital will no 
longer seek tho umbrella of tnx ex- 
empt securities, when It Is needed In 
active Industry. To provide tho funds 
now made necessary, through the fail- 
ure of tho present tax system, is clear- 
ly t lie first duty of Congress, and with 
a view to aiding In this legislation The 
Tax League of America called the con- 
ference just held by the leading advo- 
cates of tho slnse tax In the country. 

"It was the opinion o fthe confer- 
ence that in view of the present un- 
settled conditions of business, and 
also on account of the problems of 
budget yet unsolved by the govern- 
ment, and which may not bo agreed 
upon for a period of years, that the 
conference could be go on record as 
favoring first, the repeal of the excess 
profits tax, an dthe reduction of the 
surtaxes in the higher brackets; sec- 
ond, temporary legislation to cover the 
present emergency need of funds ; and 
third ,the enactment of a sales tax for 
a period of threo years similar to the 
sales ta already In successful opera- 
tion In the Philippine Islands, In 
France, and to some ctent, in Canada. 

"Such a program will, of course, 
provide funds necessary for Immedi- 
ate relief, without commltttlng Con- 
gress to any permanent financial pol- 
icy, and at the some time will afford 
plenty of opportunity for a first hand 
study of this much needed reform in 
our revenue laws. The executive com- 
mittee of the Tax League has accord- 
ingly instructed its counsel to com- 
plete Its bill along the lines already 
mentioned for Immediate introduction 
before Congress." 

Reports of activity in many cities, 
according to Judge Lebbeus R. WI1- 
ney who presided, showed a rapidly 
< rystalizlng sentiment in favor of the 
enactment of a sales tax plan based 
upon the results already obtained un- 
der the several years of sales tax px- 
eerlencc in the Philippine Islands.

MILLIONS WASTED 
BY RAIROADS UNDER 
BAD MANAGERS 

Managerial Inrnirlenr) Is Chanced Hy 
Members ot the Unloni In 

statement Filed 

Today. 

Chicago, .April 20.— Wastes amount- 
ing to $1,000,000,000 annually were 
laid to managerial Inefficiency on 
American railroads In a detailed ex- 
hibit placed before tho Ballroad Labor 
Board today as part of union labor's 
fight against ■ reduction of wages 

Recoverable wastes were estimated 
by the employees at $578,500,000 
year and other wastes. Impossible of 
estimation, would equal that amount 
It was declared. 

The employees contend that if those 
deficiencies and defaults In manage- 
mont were redressed and repaired 
there would remain no reason for re- 
duction in wages. As a method of cor 
reeling wasteful methods and Increas- 
ing the efficiency of employees, the 
exhibit advocated co-operative effort 
between management and workers. 

Recoverable and easily estimated 
wastes were divided by the exhibit 
under nine heads. The wastes which 
the unions said could not be estimat- 
ed In terms of money included a varl 
ety of subjects ranging from defective 
train equipment anil tracks through 
allegations of Incompetent and ex- 
travagant management
